WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump won impeach- 
ment acquittal Wednesday in 
the US. Senate, bringing to a 
close only the third presidential 
trial in U.S. history with votes 
that split the country, tested 
civic norms and fed the tumul- 


tuous 2020 race for the White 
House. 

With Chief Justice John 
Roberts presiding, senators 
sworn to do “impartial justice” 
stood at their desks to state 
their votes for the roll call — 
“guilty” or “not guilty” — in a 
swift tally almost exclusively 
along party lines. Visitors, in- 
cluding the president’s allies, 
watched from the crowded 


gallery. 

Roberts read the declaration 
that Trump “be, and is hereby, 
acquitted of the charges.” 

The outcome followed 
months of impeachment pro- 
ceedings, from Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi’s House to Mitch Mc- 
Connell’s Senate, reflecting the 
nation’s unrelenting partisan

Orlando doctor 
to run for mental 


health charity

Charity fundraising 
events have often inspired 
the extreme, but it would 
be hard to top what Or- 
lando psychiatrist Dr. Luis 
Allen is doing in the name 
of the Mental Health Asso- 


ciation of Central Florida. 
Starting Thursday, he’ll be 
running seven marathons 
on seven continents in sev- 
en days. 

When he sleeps, it will 
mostly be on an airplane 
between races. 

Allen, 56, is medical di- 
rector of the Center for Be- 
havioral Health at Ad- 
ventHealth Orlando, which 
has worked with the Men- 
tal Health Association to 


operate a free clinic for 
uninsured patients with 
depression and anxiety. 
Allen has worked at the 
clinic since its opening in 
2012.

Citizen panel OKs 
look at former 
officer of the year

The Orlando Police De- 
partment’s citizen over- 
sight board voted Wednes- 
day to review a recent in- 
vestigation of Officer Jona- 
than Mills, who was 
disciplined for taunting a 


teen while detaining him. 

Mills was named OPD’s 
patrol officer of the year in 
2018, despite having been 
sued twice for excessive 
force and accused of mak- 
ing a racist comment. After 
the Orlando Sentinel asked 
questions about the offi- 
cer’s selection, the agency 
changed its rules for the 
annual award. 

Toni Crabtree, who 
works in the Parramore 


area, asked the board to re- 
view the latest case. At the 
podium, she held a January 
copy of the Sentinel, which 
had a story about the agen- 
cy’s recent investigation of 
Mills on the front page. 

“T understand that a case 
doesn’t ordinarily come to 
the board because there 
was not injury, but it is my 
position, as a citizen and as 
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feel relief by breakfast 
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
